The Corporation reſumcd the enquiry into the accounts of 
materials iu the ſtore-yards—and Mr. Henry Darley having at- 
tended, uns fworn, aud laid, that laſt ſummer be ſaw a great 
deal of waite ſtuff in D-:minick firect ; that there was a great 
heap, and he thought it would be for the good of the Corpora- 
tion it they were told ; he applied to Mr. Roche to know if he 
would lell them, he cannot fay what he ſaid he would give them, 
that he belicves he might ſay he would give a ſhilling for ſpud- 
tones — Mr. Roach aulwered he had none to diipoſe of; that 
he had occation tor them all at Summer hill, and it he had more 
he would want them there; he (Vir. Darley) faw a great heap of 
curbing ſteps lying hard by Britain ſtreet, he propoſed buyin 
them to Mr. Roach, and ſaid he would probably buy them alf. 
and ſive the expenſe ot carrying them home (uſhlers are curbing 
lteps ufed at the outfide of the flagging); there was a great 
heap, the value, as he judged by view, a good deal; Mr. Roach 
ſaid there was none to be fold ; that he applied fince to Mr. 
Roach to know if he had any in the yard to diſpoſe of, for he 
thought he could get them reaſonable, cheaper than they could 
be broup ht from the mountains; he (Mr. Roach) anſwered there 
was none to fell; aich Dominick [ſtreet was curbed from end to 
end in gencral ; that he built ſeven houſes there, is ſure 5 of the 
Itreet was curbed ; that he walked it, and there are at leaſt 1 200 
et running mcalure; that the lowelt value of curbing-ſeps is 
Gd. per tat running meaſure ; that there were Janding-ſteps to 
matt ot the doors; that every foot-long meaſure of curbing is 
eightcon inches, fo that he thinks them worth 6d. per foot 
running menſure; that there were about forty-eight houſes 
which had tend-off or ipud-ttones, there were three to each 
houſe one with another, the value might be about two ſhillings 
a piece ; there were volts allo, he dees not know what became 
them, he hanght ſome tor which he gave 55. a piece; there 
were n od many linding-iteps, he thinks about torty, worth 
about 45. a piece; that the poits could not be worked up, nor 
the tpud or {end-etF stones; Mr. Roach the ſuperviſor ſaid he 
hid no materials to fell, and that the ſpud- tones were all wanted 
for Summer hill —NMr. Darley offered a ſhilling a piece for the 
ſpud- tones; that the moment he offzred a ſhilling a piece or 
money tor them. Xlr. Roach aid he had not one to fell ; that 
the ſuper viſor might have ſaid they were worth three fixpences, 
but when the „nne was told here were none to fell, it totally 
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him from ſaying any thing further about them ; ſaith 
that Mr. Roach ſaid they were wanted for Summer hill, and thar 
Summer hill only, and no other place, was mentioned ; that. 
there was not one word more about the price of the ſtones, when 
he was told there were none to fell ; ſaith that he would now 
give 45. a piece for landing ſteps, and would be glad to get 
them ; that he would give 6d. per foot running meaſure for 
carbing-ſteps, they mutt be ſquare, if broken he mult be allow- 
ed accordingly; he would give 2s. for found fend-off ſtones; poſts 
are worth 4s. and he would give that price. —Mr. Roach aſked 
did he not fay to the witnefs he could not fell them ?— Witneſs 
anſwered, that he faid he had none to ſell, that he would want 
them all at Summer hill, and wanted more; ſaith he ſent to look 
into the ſtore- yard. he wanted to go into the ſtore yard, but you 
(Mr. Roach) would not let me in.—He aſked if he had any to 
ſell, he was anſwered there were none ; that he did not afk to 
go into the ſtore- yard, he did not chooſe to demand admittance. 
That he ſent a ſervant to look in at the key-hole to fee if there 
were any materials in the ſtore-yard, and he could not fee any. 


Mr. Owen the ſurveyor being ſworn, ſaid that there were 
425 feet 5 inches running meaſure, of old mountain tone curb- 
ing taken up and relaid in the foot-paths on the eaſt and well 
ſides of Dominick ſtreet ; that there were 3329 feet 8 inches 
ſuperfici l, of mountain ſtone ſquared and relaid in old ſteps, 
Ianding- tones, &c. converted into curbing, and old curbing 
relaid in the tootways, ſetting old coal-vaygg ſtones, and laying 
new mountain ſtone curbing which was furniſhed by the inha- 
bitants, and the Corporation was charged 14d. per toot tor lay- 
ing the curbing furniſhed by the inhabitants; that there were 
744 yards of black ſtone flagging relaid, he believes there might 
be old fend-off ſtones laid in ing Dominick ſtreet, a few, 
with the flat ſide uppermoſt to form a ſurface, that he does 
not mean any great amount, he means (by a few) nine or ten per- 
haps might be laid; that landing-ſteps were converted into 
curbing, there were only 425 feet of old curbing, he apprehends 
the curbing was worked up in the ſtreet ; he does not believe | 


there were 1200 feet running meaſure of old curbing worked 
up ; he believes the greater part of what was there was worked 
up; that he went into the ſtreet before the old materials were 
taken up, frequently, almoſt every day; that while they were it 
work he went there very often, and he never miſſed any mate- |. 
rials, he believes that all the materials worth relaying were | 
relaid ; he does not believe the ſuperviſor or others ſecreted any 
of the materials ; he thinks Mr. Darley is miſtaken in the length 
of the ſtreet; that he meaſured the old materials after they were 
relaid, and not before; he believes there were more than 425 
cet 
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feet of old curbing in the ſtreet, does not doubt but there might 
be twice as much; tome of curbing was uſed as flagging ; that he 
meaſured the ſtreet ſeveral times. —On his oath ith, not to his 
knowledge. nor to the beit ot his belict, any of the old matcriais 
(meaning curbing and flagging) taken up in Dominick ſtreet, 
were embereled by any perton ; faith there might be 500 feet of 
old curbing ; that he vitited the work at Summer hill, chere are 
fend-off ttoncs there. and fome of] curbing is laid; he does not 
know from whence the old curiing wits got, it is mountain ſtone, 
there arc about forty feet running meature ; he does not know 
how many fcud- off tones there are, the tend-off ſtones wer: not 
laid by his direction, he nnderitcod they came trom Dominick 
rect, but docs not know where the — was got ; he re- 
cc!l-&ts there were pots in Dominick ftreet, but does not know 
how many; he docs ne know who ordered the fend off flones 
and the curbing -ftones to be laid on Summer hill; faith he never 
ſaw the bills of flagging and crvng found by the inhabitants of 
Dominick ttrect, all he did was merely for the Corporation work; 
does not know how many poſts there were there, ſuppoſes there 
were more than eight, believes there were 20, none of the poſts 
were worked up, but ſome of the ſpuds were.
